SCHOOL REPORT. 


— 


DISTRICT No. 1. 


William O. Gordon, prudential committee. This school 
has been taught during the entire year (three terms) by 
Miss Mary F. Knowlton of Hancock. Miss Knowlton has 
had a large experience in teaching, and has given universal 
satisfaction in the district. The scholars made excellent 
progress, and the school ranks with the first in town. 

Average attendance during the year, 184 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Amos I. Pollard, prudential committee. The school in 
this district is divided into three terms. Miss Della E. 
Haines of Manchester, taught the first two or summer and 
fall terms. It would be difficult to find a teacher better 
adapted to a school than was Miss Haines to this. The de- 
portment of the school while under her charge was excel- 
lent and the progress made by the scholars all that we 
could ask. 

Average attendance for summer and fall terms, 27. 

The third or winter term was taught by Miss Lilla O. 
Cressey of Manchester. Miss Cressey did not commence 
the term with sufficient firmness, but we could not ask for 
a greater degree of dicision than was manifest at its close. 
There are some in this district whose supreme delight 
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seems to be to overthrow the school, and in every possible 
way to discourage and abuse the teacher; but Miss Cres- 


sey is not one to be easily dismayed. The school was a suc- 
cess. 


Average attendance for the term, 23. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 


L. C. Smith, prudential committee. Miss Annie A. 
Watson of Suncook taught both summer and fall terms. 
Miss Watson has been known in this district as a teacher 
hefore the present year. The deportment of the school 
was good. The scholars were not made to rely upon their 
own efforts sufficiently, assistance being given before a 
proper trial was made by the scholar. 

Average attendance for the year, 12. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


Orin J. Prescott, prudential committee. This school 
is divided into two departments, Primary and Grammar. 
The primary department has been under the care of Miss 
Jennie B. Abbott of Concord, as teacher. Miss Abbott 
has just closed her fourteenth term in this school, which 
fact will speak louder in her praise than any words we 
could offer. Suffice it to say, that she is all we could de- 
sire as a teacher for this school. 

Average attendance for the year, 524. 

The grammar department has been under the instruc- 
tion of Miss Clara I. Bickford of Concord. This is our 
most advanced school, and Miss Bickford has done herself 
great credit and the school more than justice in the very 
efficient manner in which she has conducted it. 

Average attendance for the year, 19%. 
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DISTRICT No. 5. 


Nathaniel Mitchell, prudential committee. This school 
of two terms (summer and fall). has been taught by Miss 
Luthera Wheeler of Bow. Miss Wheeler has so long been 
known in this district that no comment from us is necessary. 
The school has been of a high order, and the teacher be- 
longs to the first class. 

Average attendance for the year, 12. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 


Willis G. Averill, prudential committee. Miss Flora 
M. Poor of Goffstown has been the teacher in this district 
during the year, consisting of two terms summer and fall. 
This was Miss Poor’s first attempt at teaching. She made a 
good beginning and with experience will make an excellent 
teacher. 


Average attendance, 124. 
DISTRICT No. 7. 


Edward Williams, prudential committee. This school 
was divided into two short terms, (summer and fall) both 
of which were taught by Miss Emma W. Mitchell of Man- . 
chester. This was also Miss Mitchell’s first attempt at 
teaching. The terms were too short for great attainments ; 
however Miss Mitchell did well and good progress was 
made for the length of the term. 

Average attendance, 103. 


REMARKS. 


The schools in town.are in a good condition. The 


teachers during the year have been of a high order, and 
good results have attended their labors. 
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Our thanks are due to the several prudential committees 
for the manifest interest they have taken in the welfare of 
the schools ; and we would suggest to them in future to be 
a little more particular in sending notice to the Supt. 
‘School Committee of the commencement and close of the - 
several terms of school, in their individual districts; also 
we would refer them to the General Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, chapter 81, sections 6 and 15. 

Districts No. 1 and 7 have added to their black-board 
surface during the year. Prudential Committees will 
please remember that all the black-boards need a fresh 
coat of paint occasionally. 

Districts No. 1 and 4 have by subscription placed Mitch- 
ell’s New Series of Outline Maps upon the walls of their 
school-rooms. Each district needs them or some better 
ones. , 

The school buildings are in a very good condition; only 
trifling repairs are needed on any of them. District No. 
6 ought to fasten down a desk or two and add some reci- 
tation seats. 

We heartily commend the course that has been pursued 
by the several Prudential Committees in securing their 
teachers for the entire year, and we feel that much better 
results have been attained by so doing. And in conclu- 
sion we can only hope that the future of our schools may 
be as bright as has been the past year. .
